horses. This has been done both to IVtcili- ' 
tate the homeward march, and aid in repla- 
cing the stock of the country. 

Tne entire arrangements of the surrender j 
have been conducted by CJeu. Schotield. 
He appointed from the Army of the Ohio, J 
nine officers as special commissioners on 
our part to sign the roll9 ami receive the 
MMN stores. Brigadier (ieucral William 
Hartsuff was iu charge|of „iLh« i»art\ . II»- 
left Haleighon a special train on Sunday | 
moruiug. aud reached lireeusboro at four . 
o'clock 1'. M. on Monday. The number 
paroled is about i>,o00, including many 
su k and wounded from several rebel | 
armies, a large dumber of stragglers lroni 
Lee'.- army, and the naval brigade com- 
manded by the pirate Seintnes. The regi- 
ments were all greatly depleted iu Lee's 
f ^eorps, averaging where consolidated about 
N4J0 men present and absent.

The Em 1% CUrietv Will. 

This extraordinary case has been in liti- 
gation in the Surrogate's Court for two 
vears and a half. The amount of property 
left by Mr. Christy is estimated at ?100,000 
to $150,000. 

Mr. Christy's life and career were pecu- 
liar, and a review of his history is rendered 
necessary to the Surrogate's opinion, by the 
(|iiestioii3 raised as to his soundness of mind 
and bis marrhige relalioBs. He is found to 
have been living in 1845 in Buffalo with 
a lady, who had, previous to her connection 
with him, been known as Harriet E. Har- 
rington. Evidence was given as to a mar- 
r.aye between him and Mrs. Harrington, 
and as to the general reputation of both 
parties, and the Surrogate determines that 
tbw relation between husband aud wife is 
established to have existed between them, 
; and therefore that she and her surviving 
i son are properly in court as contestants of 
i the will. Christy soon after came to New 
I York city, leaving Harriet and the four 
I children he had had by her in Buffalo. 
Here he became almost immediately distin- 
guished iu his business of negro minstrel- 
sy, and began to accumulate property very 
rapidly. Harriet and the chilcren followed 
him to this city, where he provided for them 
iu a moderate manner. He visited them 
occasion] v, but he began to live with a lady 
previuslv called Mary Miller or Mary Ma- 
ples, and to introduce her as bis wife.' It is 
this lady who also survives him | in whose 
favor he has made his will. 

In the Spring of lMs, Mr. Christy leaped 
from the second -s'or> window of the house 
in which he aud Mary lived, in Eighteenth 
street, in this city. The coroner's jury 
found that at the time of the commission of 
this suicidal act, he was in a condition of 
temporary insanity. Mr. Christy fell upon 
the pavement in the back yard, head fore- 
most, fracturing some of the cervical verte- 
bra- and his right forearm, and from these 
injuries he came to his death, twelve days 
alter. His c ase the Surrogate coHrsider to 
have l>een a remarkable one, in a physio- 
I v teal aspect. Here was a man with his 
neck broken, and his whole body, from the 
ne k down, perfectly paralyzed, and the 
length of time during which he lived iu 
this condition, as well as the intellectual 
c apacity he evinced in conversation are, as 
shown by the testimony of witnesses, most 
extraordinary. The Surrogate consider it 
to be proven that Mr. Christy gave intelli- 
gent directions for his will to his council, 
Mr. Clark, aud actually executed it with 
the necessary formalities. A marriage cer- 
em >nv was also performed at his death- 
bed, him and Miss Miller, which, 
of course, was null and void, if, as the Court 
holds, the evidence shows Harriet to have 
been his lawful wife. 

. The Surrogate, therefore, decides to admit 
to probate the wiU of Mr. Christy, and de- 
clares him to hav e been competent to devise 
his property. 

.Mrs. Harriet Christy's claim of dower, as 
his widow, will have to be made in another 
proceeding.

Each officer, from Johnston to the com- 
mander of a company or detachment, 
made out rolls iu implicate of all officers 
and men who appeared on the same muster 
rolls with themselves, and to these the fol- 
lowing obligation was attached, aud dated 
at Greensboro, iu accordance with the Mil- 
itary Convention, entered into on the 20' h 
d iy"of April, ls»»"). between General Joseph 
L. Johnston, commanding Confederate 
armies, aud General W. T. ^herman, com- 
manding the army of the United States iu 
North Carolina : 

" We, the olTicers and men whose names 
are borne on these rolls, have given our 
solemn obligation not to take up arms 
.agaiust the Government of the United 
States until prop-rly released from this ob- 
ligatiou, and we are permitted to return to 
our homes, not to be disturbed by the 
Uuited States authorities so long as we ob- 
serve this obligation and obey tne laws in 
foiee where we may reside." 

Thus each officer becomes responsible tor 
his staff, and each officer in succession for 
those under him. Individual paroles cor- 
responding in number to the nanus on the 
rolls, properly sigued on both sides, were 
then delivered to these officers for distribu-

THE REBEL CAMPS. 

The rebel camp equipage was v ery limit- 
ed and much worn. Corps headquarters 
were allowed only two tenus and one small 
wagon. About half their wagons aud am- 
bulant* trains bad been captured from tbe 
United States, The army was stretched 
along the railroad fro.n Hillsboro to Char- 
lotte, and officer* have been sent to the lat- 
ter"plaee to parole the f rees there. The 
rebel troops are stealing everything from 
the citizens, and their Wreaking up is much 
dreaded by the rebels. Their camps were 
pitched with little regard to order, and re- 
aembled our bivouacs, more thau regular 
camps. The reports which have been cir- 
culated concerning the impoverished con- 
dition of tbe South and the approximate ex- 
termination of tbe fighting population is 
confirmed by the concurrent testimony of 
officers representing all sections. The feel- 
ing agaiust England aud Prance is univer- 
sal aud intensely bitter. The hatred which 
Southern soldiers cherished against North- 
ern troops in the first years of the war has 
almost entirely disappeared. 

THE FEELING OE THE HEP EL ARMY. 
Johnston, in conversation with our of- 
fice's, said that tbe obstacles overcome by 
our army were unprecedented in the history 
of the world. Hardee stated that the 
swamps through which Sherman led bis 
army in South Carolina, were deemed ut- 
terly impassable bv the best judges iu their 
army. While tbe offioera and soldiers 
seem to feel their failure deeply, yet all re- 
joiced that the war was over and they 
could go home. The citizens everywhere 
gladly hail tbe approach of peace. The senti- 
ment of the army was strong and marked 
against the ussassinat on of the President. 
All admit freely that they are soundly 
whipped, and that slavery is dead. Johu- 
kton remarked that the South would get 
along much better without the system.

Due of Central Grant's Aids.

Colonel Eli S. Parker, Aid-de-Camp and 
Private Secretary of General Grant, is in 
town and stopping at the Astor House. 
Colonel Parker is an Indian of the purest 
blood of the Iroquois, and is at present 
Head Chief of the Six Nations. He is a 
finely educated man of rare sociai qualities 
and very greatly esteemed by his hosis of 
friends." As a Civil Engineer he has held 
high positions on the public works of this 
state and under the Federal Government. 
Prior to tbe outbreak of the war, he was in 
Government employ at Galena and Dubu- 
'pie, superintending the erection of a post 
office, hospital and custom-house at these 
places. There he formed the acquaintance 
of General Grant, wbo, during the war, 
has had him constantly on his personal 
staff. 

Colonel Parker carries always with him 

the Krea! silver medal presented to his 
grand uncle, Red Jacket, in 1792, by Wash- 
ington. Tbi* is a most interesting histori- 
cal relic, and is cherished with great care 
by the Iroquois and their Cbieftaiu. The 
medal was engraved by Rittenbouse, and 
is appropriately emblazoned. On last Fri- 
day, Colonel Parker showed this medal to 
the late President, aud spoke feelingly of 
the associations it represents. 

The Colonel was, of course, officially 
present at the surrender ot General Lee. 
His descriptions of that event, and of the 
days of battle that preceded it, are moat 
graphic and interesting.

I* A Y M. THE AS9ASSIII. 

The correspondent of the World has pre- 
pared an interesting account of a number 
of persons engaged in the assassination 
conspiracy. Among these he speaks of 
Payne, as a Keutuckiau and one of a fami- 
ly of three bothers. Payne is charged 
with the attempted assassination of Secre- 
tary Seward. He is a Kentuckian, the 
family having lived about Uuiontown, but 
is one ol a faimly of aii brothers, four of 
whom were notorious as desperadoes of the 
most demoniac character, who took to the 
rebellion as naturally as ducks take to 
water. While the rebels occupied Hop- 
kinsville, Ky., one of the brothers mur- 
dered a brother rebel named Brooks, and if 
the people of Hopkiusville bad been called 
upon to vote a choice as to which of the 
twain should be killed by tbe other, the 
choice would have been one of embarrass- 
ment. There would have been a unani- 
mous vote among the loyal people iu favor 
of a Kilkeuny cat affair of it. Payne had to 
fly from the rebel command. The brothers 
aiekuownto many persons here in con- 
nection with the celebrated gold seizure by 
lieneral Shackelford, while Colonel of a 
Kentucky regiment. The Paynes while i 
operating with the Confederacy concluded 
to try their band at depredating upon that 
concern. They got up a good counterfeit | 
of the Confederate money, which they 
traded to a Georgia bauker for sterling 
bills. 

After the Paynes got away Avith their 
plunder, the banker discovered the charac- 
ter of tbe Confederate money, and made an 
arrangement with a Mr. Lee, a loyal East 
Tennesseeau for the recovery of the money. 
He got upon the track of the counterfeiters 
and discovered that nearly all the money 
had been placed in the custody of one man. 
l^ee made arrangements wilh the custodian, 
by which the money was surrendered for a 
consideration. While on his way South 
with this, Col. Shackelford, who exhibited, 
throughout his career in southwestern Ken- 
tucky, remarkable powers in tracking all 
kinds of contraband depredations, got on 
the scent of the gold for which the sterling 
bilU had been exchanged, and seized it, 
and effectually estopped the transmigration 
of the treasure to Georgia. The case was 
tried iu the United States Court iu this city, 
and the money was confiscated. But Sec- 
retary Chase very proj»erly remitted a por- 
tion of it to Mr. Lee iu consideration of the 
fact thai but for his agency in the business, 
the Uuited States' authorities might never 
have heard of the property. 

The Confederacy got hold of one of the 
Payues and hung him for this counterfeit- 
ing transaction. This, of itself, shows how 
utterly depraved must have been the char- 
acter of Payne, because when a man got 
to be so bad that Lhe Confederacy had no 
further use for him but to hang him, there 
is but one other place that has ever been 
heard of that eould be supposed a fit recep- 
tacle for him, though we are far from as- 
serting positively that that would be a suit- 
able home for him, unless he were subject- 
ed to solitary confinement. 

Some of the rest of this precious family 
went to Texas and bought a large drove of 
cattle v\ith some of this counterfeit money, 
and drove the cattle to Vicksburg nmd sold 
them. One of this twain is the one who 
was hung at Natchez. 

The assassin Payne probably found the 
Confederacy too hot forkimaud when those 
train-baud captaius, C. C. Clay, Jake 
Thompson, Beverly Tucker, George N. 
Sanders, Cleary, and the rest of the com- 
missioners of Jeff Davis, in Canada, were 
organizing a scheme of assassination, they 
were probably embarrassed with their 
riches iu suitable material. 

The reader will remember that when 
these precious scoundrels, Jake Thompson, 
C. C. Clay, George N. Saunders and the rest 
of Davis's gang, were organizing devasta- 
tions upon Detroit, the two Paynes were 
chosen instruments. The gang were com- 
panious, as of congeniality they should 
have been, iu Canada, a colony of the 
"Southern Confederacy," the palladium of 
Southern treason, where crimes of rebels 
are held to even less accountability, thau 
In the home of the treason. Payne was se- 
lected by the Canadian plotters as a trusty 
tool in the devilment of assassination. These 
facts are conducive as to the complicity of 
the Confederate demons in Canada in the 
conspiracy for assassination. Payne went 
ou to play his part in the work on the 4th 
of March, but as the scheme was postponed, 
he found his way to the house of Mrs. Sur- 
rat, the she devil of the concern. At her 
house he passed under the name of Wojd, 
whether Ben or Fernando, w e do not know. 

After his failure to assassinate Secretary 
Seward, Payne mounted a horse that had 
provided for him, but found some 
trouble In attempting to hurry through the 
city, because the population of Washington 
was in the streets by the time he got under 
way. And when he worked himself to a 
point where he supposed it was safe to hur- 
ry, and commenced that part of bis game, 
bis horse fell and pitched him headlong in 
the road. When he recovered his senses, 
he crept from the road and attempted to 
disguise himself. His hat was gone, and 
be made an impromptu cap of one of the 
sleeves of his flannel shirt, smeared him- 
self with dirt, stole a pick from the Wash- 
ington fortifications, and headed for the 
house of his friend and coadjutor, Mrs. 
Surrat, where he presented himself as a 
day-laborer. He walked into a trap that 
had not been baited for him. When he ar- 
rived detectives were in the house arresting 
Madame Surrat, aud upon being asked for 
some account of himself, he did not 
possess ingenuity enough to make a 
plausible He. He said he had come to dig 
a treuch for Mrs. Surrat, which that amia- 
ble lady denied. The application of water 
to his face and hands soon revealed the fact 
that an important capture had been made, 
and upon being confronted with some of 
the persons who met him at Mr. Seward's 
house, he was recognized as the assassin. 

When placed in prison, his past and fu- 
ture loomed before him crowded with hor- 
rid specters and to rid the eyes of his 
thoughts from their startling forms, he at 
tempted to beat out his brains against the 
walla of bis prison. 

How grandly do tbe ringing utterances of 
Dauiel Webster, iu referring to Richard 
CrowL'iushield, the hired mnrderer of Cap 



self safe In Washington. Ho w as unknown 
except to the assassins confederated with 
him, confederated in a double sense, and 
be had nothing to fear from them. When 
baffled iu his flight, his return to Washing- 
tou shows how small an amount of sense 
his crime had left him. In the lauguage of 
Webster, to which we have referred : 

"The secret which the murderer possesess 
soon comes to possess him; and like the 
evil spirits of which we read, it overcomes 
him, and le-tds him whithersoever it will. 
He feels it lieating at bis heart, rising to his 
throat, and demanding disclosure. He 
thinks tbe whole world sees it in his face, 
reads lt in his eyes, aud almost hears its 
workings in tbe very silence of his thoughts. 
It has become his master. It betrays his 
discretion, lt breaks down his courage, it 
conquers his prudence. When suspicions 
from without Legiu to embarrass him, and 
the net of circumstances to entangle him, 
the fatal secret struggles wilh still greater 
violence to burst forth. It must be con- 
fessed, it will be confessed; there is no refuge 
from confession but suic'dc, and suicide is 
confession." 1

The Customs Revenue. 

The Customs Revenue of the United 
States, for the fiscal year now drawing to 
its close, was estimated by the Secretary of 
the Treasury, in his annual report to Con- 
gress last December, at seventy-two mil- 
lions in gold. He had then only the actual 
receipts of the first quarter ol the year- 
July 1, lHtU, to September 90, jflfll — thi 
basis ot his calculation. These receipts 
were $li*,ooo,ouo, which, multiplied by four 
would have authorized an estimate of $78,- 
000,000 for the year, as against ^^noujJOO 
gold .uteres; charge for the year on the 
funded public debt. But Mr. Fessenden 
made uiore than due allowauco for the ap- 
prehended falling off through the second und 
third quarters, aud even for the last quart- 
er. As ten months of the fiscal year have 
now elapsed, produciug at the port of New 
York, $45,-«i0,717, equal, on the proportion 
of 72 per cent, of the whole, to a total of 
$>3,14o,000 for the ten months at all the 
points, we are justified in believing that the 
Secretary's estimate for the year ending 
June 30 will be exceeded by from iix to 
eight millions. In other words, the Cus- 
toms receipts, in gold, of the fiscal 
ear 1*64, will be from 178,000,000 to 
KO.000,000. The immediate improved 
look of the import trade, aud the pros- 
pect of a further increase as the pursuits of 
peace are restored to the Southern States 
might authorize even a larger calculation. 
The following are the customs received in 
gold, and gold interest paid out at New 
York, the office of the Treasury, since the 
beginning of the current fiscal year to the 
1st May instant:

in the loyal States any products which they 
shall have produced with their own labor 
or the labor of freedmen, or others em- 
ployed and paid by them pursuant to rules 
relating thereto, which may be established 
under proper authority. And no goods, 
wares, or merchandize shall be taken into 
a State declared in insurrection, or trans- 
ported therein, except to and from such 
places and to such monthly amounts as 
shall have been previously agreed upon in 
writing by the commanding General of the 
department in which such places are situ- 
ated, and an officer designated by the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury lor that purpose. 

The President has no power to dispense 
with this statute. The restrictions on trade 
with the insurrectionary States, being im- 
posed by law, cannot be removed, except 
by the law-making power, that is, by Con- 
gress. The effect of reeling or rescinding 
all of the regulations presented by the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury, in respect to this 
trade, would not be, as some suppose, to 
render the trade free, but to interdict it alto- 
gether. There can be no trade except un- 
der license, and under license only to a lim- 
ited extent. If there be no licenses there 
can be no trade at all. It would be well 
for our merchants and citizens to 
understand this in their deliberations this 
evening. The existing regulations may be 
modified, and, no doubt, greatly simplified 
commercial intercourse with 
of States in insurrection 
less vexatious and burthensome; but they 
caunot be wholly rescinded without render- 
ing all such intercourse unlawful, and sub- 
jecting to forfeiture all property coming 
from or proceeding to such States.

That the memliers ol the P.oar.l of Trade 
Mnd Merchants' llx change may at their 
meeting this evening act uuderstandingly, 
we quote for their instruction some of the 
provisions of the existing acts of Congress 
relating to commercial intercourse between 
the States which are in insurrection and 
those which are not. Ry the "»th section of 
Ml UHh 'uly ls.,1, it is provided that under 
• •}•:;• ;u circumstances w hich are stated: 

It may and shall be lawful for the Presi- 
dent, by proclamation, to declare that the 
inhabitants of such State, or any section or 
j.art thereof, wheresuch insurrection exists, 
avt in a state of insurrection against the 

i intcd States: and thereupon all commer- 
« ;:tl intercourse by and between the same, 
and the citi/.ms tbeieof and the citizens of 

t of the I nited States shall ceaae and 
i'e uniawlul, so long us such condition of 

ii t-tility shall continue ; and all goods and 
chattels, wares and merchandise, coming 
troui saitl State or section, into the other 
j.arts of the I'nited States, and all proceed- 
ing to such State or section, by land or water, 
shall, Vgether with the vessel or vehicle 
carrying the same, or conveying }>ersons to 
or from su.-h State or section be forfeited 
to the United States. Provided, however, 

'i." President may, in his discretion, 
Jic-r.-e arei permit commercial intercourse 
with any su.-h part ..( aaid State or section, 
the inhabitants of which are «o declared in 
a state of ii'Burrectton, in such articles and 
r such lime, and bv such |»ersons as he, in 
h:^ discretion, may think most conducive 
... the public interest, and such intercourse, 
so lar us by him licensed, shall be conduct- 
ed and carried on only in j u in uat.ee of 
rules and regulations prescribed by the 
Sec retary of the Treasury. 

Tn pursuance to this statute the Presi- 
dent did, by proclamation, declare that the 
inhabitants of certain States and parts of 
States were in insurrection, and regula- 
tions were adopted by the Secretary of the 
Treasury— which were approved by the 
Secretary ol War-allowing trade to a lim- 
it will be perceived that, under this stat- 
ute, the powers of the President are unlim- 
ited; that is, he might license trade so ex- 
ly as to make it practically free. 
Rut the powers of the President, in this 
respect, are materially modified and re- 
stricted by the Act of July 2, 1864. By the 
Kth section of this Act it ia prtfvided, 

That so much of section five of the act of 
theRlthof July, 1861, as authorizes the 
IMdent, ,t) In- discretion, to license or 
permit commercial relations in any State 
or section the inhabitants of which are dt- 
clared in a state of insurrection, ia hereby 
repealed, except so far aa may be neeessarv 
to authorize supplying the necessities of 
loyal persons residing in insurrectionary 
Slates, within the lines of actual occupa- 
tion by the military forces of the I'nited 
States, as indicated by the published order 
ol the Commanding General of the Depart- 
ment or District so occupied, and also, ea-

I re- 
ply, that when a loss .« de in any par- 
ticular business, against which there are no 
gains to offset, it is considered a dead loss of 
capital invested in that business.

BOARD OF TR ADR AND MER- 
CHANTS' EXCHANGE. 
A general meeting of tbe officers and 

members of the Board of Trade and Mer- 
chants' Exchange, together with all busi- 
ness men interested in the restoration of 
trade with the South, will take place at 
their hall on Thursday the 11th 111st., at 
half past twelve o'clock. It is hoped that 
tbe attendance will be general and full. 
The time is rapidly approaching for the re- 
vival of unrestricted commercial inter- 
course with the South, bv tbe establishment 
of lines of river packets to the Tennessee 
and Cumberland rivers, as well as to New 
Orleans and intermediate places, and the 
tributaries of the Mississippi river. The 
merchants and business men of Cincinnati, 
St. Louis, Detroit, Chicago, New York and 
other cities, are alive to the importance of 
this matter, and have already taken action 
thereon, bv adopting suitable resolutions 
recommending the abrogation of all restric- 
tions on trade. The Government has al- 
ready had this subject under consideration, 
and it is very proper that the voice of its 
constituents should be heard in regard to it. 

Our merchants, in unison with the feeling 
pervading the country, are preparing lor 
the establishmeut of a line of Tennesse 
river and other packets, with a joint stock 
company of &>00,000 capital, to act under a 
regular charter from tbe State. 

These movements to relieve the trade 
from its present embargo are not prompted 
by any mercenary spirit, but iu the full 
conviction that opeu trade will prove an 
"aetive and powerful ageaf in smoothing 
all unnecessary acerbity of feeling, by re- 
storing a desirable relation among the peo- 
ple of tbe South." 

The Cincinnati Chamber of Commerce, at 
its regular session on Saturday, adopted the 
following resolution:

Corps— Virginia State C.o\ eminent—

Washington, May 10. — The civil machi- 
nery is already being put into operation in 
Virginia.

Loyal state (•uvernmeuts. 

Nkw York, May 10.— A special to the 
Commercial from Washington to-day says 
the re-establishm«nt of a loyal govern- 
ment in Virginia having been effected, the 
attention of the President is now directed 
to North Carolina, and he will soon issue a 
proclamation defining the standing of that 
State.

Anti-Slavery Society—News from Mexico. 

Nkw York, May 10.— At a meeting of the 
Anti-Slavery Society to-day the Garrison 
resolution to dissolve the Society was, by a 
vote of 48 to 118, rejected.

Halifax, May 10.— The steamship Asia, 
which left Liverpool on the 29th and 
yueenstown on the 30th, arrived at Halitax 
to-night. 

Liverpool, April 30.— Address of condo- 
lence has passed the lower house of the 
Austrian Legislature unanimously. 

The Brazil mail has reached Lisbon, 
bringing Janeiro dates to April 9. 

A lot of Paraguaus attempted to invade 
the Argentine republic in order to attack 
Brazil. Hostilities are expected. 

London, April 30.— On Saturday evening, 
the 39th of April, an immense public 
meeting convened in St. James Hall to ex- 
press feelings of giief and horror at the as- 
sassination of President Lincoln, and sym- 
pathy with the government and people of 
the United States, and with Mrs. Lincoln, 
Mr. Seward and family. The galleries of 
the hall were draped in mourning. 

The hall was crowded with people, who 
manifested not merely their warm admira- 
tion of the character and capacity of the 
late President, and sincere sympathy with 
the people of the United Stales in the loss 
sustained, but their hearty approval of tbe 
great cause Mr. Lincoln represented. 

The platform contained many of the Par- 
liamentary gentlemen, and many leading 
citizens of the Metropolis. Many leaders 
were present, a majority of whom were in 
mourning. Various resolutions were car- 
ried, not only with unanimity, bat with an 
intense feeling, rarely seen at public meet- 
ings. The chair was occupied by William 
Evans, President of the Emancipation So- 
ciety. 

Letters of sympathy have been received 
from Sir Charles Lyell, Lord Hamilton, 
and others. 

W. E. Foster, member of Parliament, 
moved the first resolution that this meet- 
ing desires to give utterance to feelings of 
grief and sorrow with which it has heard of 
the assa sination of President Lincoln and 
the murderous attack on Mr. Seward, and 
to convey to Mrs. Liucolu and the United 
States government and people expressions

Mr. Foster said this was the time when 
the tie of blood binding Englishmen to 
Americans was indeed truly felt. A thriu 
of grief, horror and indignation w hich hail 
parsed through the length aud breadth of 
Europe, and especially possessed the heart 
of every Englishman as though some pain- 
ful calamity had fallen oubimself [Cheers.] 

This meeting would send bv the ship 
which lett Ceir shorts that night its sym- 
pathy for the widow aud orphans, und if 
the country had not lost their faith for the 
future he was conlident iu the belief that 
they had so learned a lesson of common 
history that they would prove whatstrength 
a free and christian people have to bear uo 
against every blow like this, though it be 
such a blow as had rarely ever fallen on 
any commonwealth. He expressed as his 
couvietious that Presideut Johnson would 
continue President Lincoln's work ot re- 
storing peace to the country and ensuring 
freedom to all who may dwell in it. (Great 
cheering.]
